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TRADE AGREEMENTS NEED CAREFUL STUDY 
NETTLEMENTS of oe in important centers 
S of the building industry are now being made. 
The effect of these settlements will be far-reach- 
ing and, therefore, it is important for the plumbing 
and heating contractors in other localities to study the 
agreements and principles incorporated in these set- 
tlements in order that they may be prepared to pro- 
tect their own interests when they in turn have set- 
tlements to make. For, if they once commit them- 
selves to agreements that later prove to be distinctly 
to their disadvantage, they will find it very difficult 
to change them. Provisions that seem absolutely fair 
at first glance may have in them possibilities for much 
mischief which are not detected until the agreements 
are finally put into practice. 

The plumbing and heating contractors have some- 
times ‘held the bag’’ for the general contractors, and 
have suffered both financially and in the public opin- 
ion because of being drawn into agreements that 
were unfair and sometimes impossible to carry out. 
A thorough and frank discussion would in many cases 
have prevented misunderstandings and disputes that 
have proved costly to everybody connected with the 
controversy. 

Elsewhere in this issue appears in part the decision 
by Samuel Untermyer in the Westchester County, 
N. Y., building trades wage controversy together with 
a discussion of the same. This decision raises several 
questions, and one of them concerns the wisdom of 
permitting union officials to see all estimate sheets 
that result in contracts. Would that be violating the 
rights of the plumbing and heating contractor? 

Should the unions control the price that shall be 
charged for their labor? Is 7'/4 per cent profit on the 
volume of business a fair return to the plumbing and 
heating contractor, to the man with the small volume 
as well as the large? If not, what would be a fair 
percentage, or how should it be determined? And 
if 7'4 per cent is a fair profit, would 20 per cent 
added to the cost of material and labor leave that 
much ? 

You either agree or disagree with the principles 
incorporated in Mr. Untermyer’s decision, and you 
have reasons for taking the position you do. Your 
reasons would be of much interest to the rest of the 
trade.
